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Lime most sound sleepers, China is not 
to be awakened by a single jog of the 
elbow. Shake her roughly and she 
starts up, sagely begins the introduction 





of some needed reform, but, before it is 
complete, tarns over on ‘the other side 





and is once more happily oblivious. 


‘The latest rode awakening was adminis-- 


tered by France, whose operations in 
the South roused tho dormant energies 
of the Empire to introduce the telegraph 


‘from North to South and to take at 


least the preliminary steps towards the 


. establishment of a Board of Admiralty. 


Another contemplated ieform, which’ 


for the present illustrates more aptly 
the fitfal nature of China’s activity, is 
the proposed reorganisation of Formosa 
separate Governorship, a status 
which, had China beon properly alive 
to the value of her insular possession, 
would have Leen conferred long since. 
This is the second jog of the elbow she 
has received in connection with the 
island ; the first was given as long ago 
as 1874, In that year Japan claimed 
satisfaction’ and compensation for the 
treatment of her ship-wrecked sailors 
by tho savages in tho neighbourhood 
of the South Cape; but uttering the 
once useful non-possumus, the Chinese 
Government assured Japan that how- 
ever willing’ to comply with so reason- 
able a demand, they had not such con- 
trol over the trucalent aborigines ‘ag 
would enable the Imperial officials’ to 
exact the compensation or accord’ the 
satisfaction demanded. Tho well-known 
result was.a descent in South Formoss 
by Japanese troops, the punishment of 
the unruly tribes, and the subsequent 
peaceful withdrawal—for a “consider. 
ation”—of the invaders, 

Aroused from her ‘comfortable som 
nolence, whether by the indignity or 
the compulsory loosening of her purse- 
strings, China shook off her drowsiness 








*) and determined that “ something must 


be done.” And something was done; 
the energetic Ting Jib-ch‘ang—a man 
charged by his enemies with thinking 
“no small beer” of himself, a charge 
they proved to their own satisfaction 
by an ingenious system of divination 
technically called ‘ onomancy,’ pointing 
out that the addition of a few strokes 
would change JH & into AA E— 
was appointed Governor of Fahkien, 
and-a special clanse inserted in his 
Commission required-him: to reside six: 
months of each year in Formosa—a 
Chinese Persephone. Conceited or not— 
and possibly he may have-had » right 
to think wellof himself—Ting addressed 
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bimself with commendable energy to 
the task of developing Formosa’s re- 
sources, and had he been spared to carry 
into effect all he had in contemplation, 
the island would be by this time far on 
ihe road of progress. Ting’s first step 
was to sift the personnel of Formosa 
officialdom. ‘There were degradations 
aud suspensions, transfers and promo- 
tions; right and left’; a few execations 
‘even, to show he meant business; and in 
s'short.time every: post was filled by an 
incumbent to his liking, and Ting was 
in a position to carry his reforms farther 
afield. Hoe proceeded accordingly to 
overawe the savages, and to make them 
feel that China was prepared to exercise 
in very deed the authority she had hither- 
to only nominally claimed. Troops were 
brought in numbers from the mainland, 
there was'a battle or two, a fow savages 
were taken alive to be decapitated at 
Taiwan Fo, ‘a tract extending from 
Lang-kiao Bay to near the South Cape 
was bronght under tho rule of a newly 
inducted district magistrate, and the 
savages were driven from the range of 
hills bordering on the plain into more 
Gistant mountain fastnesses. The ad- 
ministrétion of North Formosa was 
likewise modified; a new prefecture 
was established at Bangka, and several 
districts were created, evolved out of 
former t'ings or sub-prefectures ; and in 
China, whonever tho é%ing yields place 
to the hsien, civilisation and regalar 
government have made a step forward. 
This is a sign of progress which may 
have been latterly observed in Manchu- 
tia and the New Dominion. On the 
borders: of the Empire the presence 
of t'ing indicates a turbulent popula- 
tion; of a hsien, a well-behaved law- 
abiding people. Meanwhile the now 
Governor had reformed the officials, 
checked the savages, and reorganised 
the administration. He noxt turned 
his attention to the resources of the 
island, In the reclaimed hill-conn- 
try of the south, he started tea-planta- 
tions at points selected with care; in 
the north he developed the Keelang 
coal mines, and brought about the 
appointment of a special officer with 
the rank of Tao-tai to superintond their 
working and to exercise conjointly a 
supervision over the production of te: 
Further usefal projects teemed in Ting’s 
mind. The Woosnngrailway plant wasto 
be the beginning of a line joining north 
and south; the ground was even roaghly 
surveyed and the plan pronounced fea- 
sible, though not devoid of engineering 
difficulties ; the telegraph was to accom- 
pany the railway, and a cable to Foo- 
chow would connect Tameui with the 
mainland. Bat in the middle of his 
schemes, the enlightened schemer died ; 
the ship of State had still so much way 
on that the Woosung plant was actually 








transported to Anping, but having done 
so mnch, the necessary stimulus gone, 
China’s head began to nod. She tarned 
over on the other side, and slept soundly 
till aronsed by the French big guns. 

Once more she has started up wide- 
awake, and apparently intent on doing 
something in earnest this time for 
the noglected island. It will be in- 
teresting to see to what she will first 
set her hand. Formosa has great ca- 
pebilitiesand only requires development. 
‘The growth of tea, confined at present 
to a narrow tract round about Tai-pei 
Fu, (for Ting’s young plantations ap- 
pear to have been abandoned,) may 
easily be extended, and some of the 
higher lands in the South have been 
pronounced suitable for coffee cultiva- 
tion. The produce of sugar might be 
increased by care and intelligence, while 
improvement in its quality would follow 
the use of scientific appliances in crush- 
ing-mills and refineries. Minerals are 
believed to exist ia abandance among 
the mountains; the voleanic ranges of 
the Northern portion are rich in sul- 
phar acd petroleum. ‘The country in 
short only requires opening up to be a 
mine of mercantile wealth. Roads and 
railways will do this, if judiciously 
constructed ; and the latter will serve 
to mallify in great measure For- 
mosa’s one great disadvantage,—there 
is on the whole coast-line but one 
harbour, Takow and Tamsui admit 
only ships of light drangbt, Anping 
has a mere roadstead statio malefida 
carinis. Neither here nor outside the 
‘Takow bar can vessels lie safely during 
the south-west monsoon, and even in 
the finest weather of tho winter months, 
loading at so distant an anchorage is 
attended with risk and great loss of 
time. But Keolung harbour falfils all 
requirements except one ; it can’ accom- 
modate shipping of any size up to a 
Messageries stoamer, but it is far from 
the freight-producing districts, A rail: 
way would remedy this single defect. 
Takow, Anping, and Tamsui might still 
be partially utilised as ports of loading 
in the favourable months and daring 
fine weather, but Keelang’as the ter- 
minus of a railway bringing to its 
wharves the produce of the whole 
island, would be the great outlet for 
the wealth of Formosa. This was the 
dream of Ting Jib-ch‘ang, of a man 
whose country lost him too soon. Tb is 
‘a dream which may be realised yet. If 
China is in earnest, and will keep awake 
long enough, the Beautiful Isle may 
have a future which will shame its 
neglected past.

We make uo apology for reverting once 
moro to the still troublesome question 
of likin, in the faiut hope that a clear 
statement of the whole sabject from 
the beginning may help on in some 
measnre the final settlomeut of the 
pute, It will be conceded, at the out= 
aot, that the objeot of the Commercial 
Clauses in one Treaties with China is 
to establish beyond all controversy the 
amount of oharges leviable on mer- 
chandise imported by forei, both 
‘at the moment of its arri subse. 
quently; exclusive of course, of such 
Jooal aud municipal imposts as may be 
agreed to among the foreign merchants 
thomedlves, such as wharfage-dues, 
The import duty, being collected by 
the Imperial Maritime Customs. on 
behalf of the Imperial Government, is 
distinotly » kuan shui, or Government 
tax, and, as each, does not enter far- 
thor into this discussion, But there 
ie another system in foroe in China, 
uamely: that of inland dues, whioh go 
to tho maintenance of the Proviucial 
Governments, and are collected by the 
authorities of the provinces. ‘These 
are a vory auoient institation. The 
provinces themselves are a continuance 
of the independent or semi-indep 
dont Kingdoms out of which’ the 
present Empire was coustructed, and 
tho inland dues are no more than the 
modern form of the tolla levied by 
the auoient rulers or prinees upon ail 
goods interchanged between their re- 
spective States. Thoy are now oalled 
ch'tan, or contributions, and are 6} 
posed to be applied to such purpo 
fas the making of roads, mai 
convoy through disturbed 
exigonoies of drought, or flood, or war. 
‘Now the contention of Chinese officials 
originally wos that tho 
cognizance of the duties

Bat bere a 
difficulty arose. Most of the charges 
thas formally commuted had gous to 
swell tie proviuoial exchequer, aud 
ovuld therefore not be abolished by a 
‘oommutation-daty which was paid to 
Peking aud affeoted Imperial datios 
only, The arrangement, while accept. 
able to the Ceutral Government, was 
_at the same time a serious blow to pro- 
vincial and local revenues, which derived 
no benefit’ from the sam paid at the 
port of entry, and lost the dues they 
























































had depended on for extraordinary and 
even normalexpenditare. To tneet this 
fresh difficulty, then, the _proviticial 
governments imposed two new taxes on 
foreign importa in the interior,—one 
called 2o di sltti, or-looal dues, which 
wore paid on arrival of the goods at 
their destination, aud likin, which was 
a percentage on sales. The contention 
in defence of this procedure was not 
new: viz. that goods, having reached 
the hands of the consumers, were ino 
longer affected by the taxes levied at 
the port of entry. Protests. were 
again mado: but as fast as the transit 
pass system wse extended the dues 
commuted under it were replaced by 
looal charges, likin stations taking 
place of the existing barriers.

A CHINESE MILLIONAIRE. 

Hou Hsien-rves, thegreat Chinese bankor 
and milliousire of Hangohow, is dead.

To borrow a phrase made 
familiar to us by Mr, Edward Jevkins, 
Hu Tao-tai was in no far-fetched sense 
atrne Puludin of Finance, aud when 
ho died nd already been hououred by 
the Emperor with a button of the first 
grade (tow p'in ting-t'ai), a Yellow 
Riditig-jaoker, and the rank of Provine 
cial Judge.
